March Is National Nutrition Month 


Choose foods that 
suit your lifestyle, 
needs and tastes 


Healthy eating doesn’t mean giving 
up favorite foods. A single food or meal 
is much less important than a person’s 
overall pattern of food consumption. 
The Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan encourages everyone to use 
March — National Nutrition Month — 
as an opportunity to discover healthy 
eating choices that fit in with challeng- 
ing lifestyles. 

Businesspeople, students and fami- 
lies face unique challenges in eating 
healthy. For those on-the-go, the Acad- 
emy of Nutrition and Dietetics recom- 
mends portable, non-perishable, 
single-serve foods like granola bars, 
peanut butter with crackers, fruit, 
trail mix, whole-grain cereal, low- 
sodium soup or tuna. Students on a 
tight budget and a tight schedule can 


eat right if they shop smart: look for 
snacks that combine protein and car- 
bohydrates, such as apples with 
peanut butter, carrots and hummus, 
hardboiled eggs and fruit, bananas 
and yogurt or almonds with low-fat 
cheese or whole-grain cereal. 

Family meals allow parents to be 
role models to promote healthy eating, 
and nutritious meals can be prepared 
quickly and inexpensively.

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Simple Steps to 
Reduce Fall Risks 


Every year, one in three adults over age 64 
falls. Thousands of older adults die from fall in- 
juries every year and about two million are 
treated for nonfatal fall injuries in emergency de- 
partments. But simple home modifications and 
exercises that improve strength and balance can 
help reduce the risk of falling. 

“Half of falls occur in a person’s home. Falls 
are the main reason older people go to emer- 
gency departments,” says Steve Albert, PhD, co- 
director of the University of Pittsburgh 
Prevention Research Center (PRC). 

The PRC is part of a nationwide network of 37 
academic and community research partners 
funded by the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) to find ways to keep people 
healthy. Several PRCs conduct research on ways 
to help older adults avoid falling. Dr. Albert is 
comparing the effectiveness of two fall-preven- 
tion programs, and health agencies will use find- 
ings in choosing which program to offer. 

“Most falls involve changing location, such as 
while walking or moving from a bed or chair,” 
says Dr. Albert. “Sometimes, falls happen when 
someone carries laundry down stairs without a 
railing.” 

“Stairs are a challenge for people with balance 
problems,” says Elizabeth Phelan, MD, a Univer- 
sity of Washington PRC researcher who runs a 
fall-prevention clinic in Seattle. Because evi- 
dence shows that people can reduce their fall 
risk by improving balance and strength, Dr. Phe- 
lan refers many patients to Enhance Fitness, an 
exercise class developed by the Washington PRC. 
Proven to improve balance and strength, En- 
hance Fitness is offered at 450 sites nationwide. 

Older adults who have already experienced a 
fall are at risk for more falls, Dr. Phelan says. She 
is researching the feasibility of emergency med- 
ical technicians’ providing fall-prevention infor- 
mation when responding to fall-related 911 calls. 
Acting on such information may reduce callers’ 
risk of future falls. 

Dr. Phelan says the psychological conse- 
quences of falls should not be underestimated. 
“People who fall may develop a fear of falling,” 
she says. “And because of that they may start 
limiting their activity, and that leads to what I 
call a vicious cycle or a downward spiral of wors- 
ening muscle weakness and an increased propen- 
sity for falls.” 

“A lot of older people don’t recognize that falls 
can, in a flash, change their independent 
lifestyle,” says Dr. Phelan. “Many older adults 
can no longer live on their own if they have suf- 
fered serious fall-related injuries.” 

People should address fall hazards when 
they’re young so they can live at home as long as 
possible—a concept called “aging in place,” says 
Marcia Ory, PhD, a Texas A&M Health Science 
Center PRC researcher. 

Dr. Ory also works with the Healthy Aging Re- 
search Network (HAN), funded by the CDC’s 
Healthy Aging Program. The HAN is a group of 
PRCs that focus on developing, testing, and dis- 
seminating effective strategies for keeping older 
adults healthy and independent. A booklet that 
describes the network’s structure and mission as 
well as presents selected accomplishments is 
available at http://www.cdc.gov/prc/program- 
material/booklets.htm. “The mantra for the 
HAN is ‘always plan for the future’” Dr. Ory says. 

Some older adults associate installation of 
safety equipment, such as grab rails in the bath- 
room, with “becoming frail and dependent” says 
Dr. Ory. “But if the safety equipment had already 
been there, they might not think about it asa 
stigma,” she says. 

Dr. Ory studies how to implement effective fall- 
prevention programs and policies. “Many states 
offer fall-prevention screening, referrals, and 
programs, but more offerings are needed,” she 
says. “Older adults and their caregivers should 
ask their health care providers and public health 
agencies about these programs.”

East Jordan Meet-up talks 
Cleanups and Eat-ups

EAST JORDAN— 

Spring is in the air for 
East Jordan with talks of 
May cleanups and festival 
eat-ups. 

The East Jordan City 
Commission met Tuesday 
evening with distinct opti- 
mism while preparing to 
head into a new season. In 
an effort to help clean out 
the winter clutter, the city 
commission will plan to 
conduct a citywide cleanup 
program May 138-19. 

The cleanup program 
will encourage community 
members to spend the week 
cleaning their homes and 
yards, with drop-offs at the 
transfer station set for Sat- 
urday, May 18. Though elec- 
tronic waste is not 
permitted in landfills, City 
Administrator Chris 
Yonker would like to en- 
courage the community to 
still bring their electronics 
on drop-off day. 

Because the county recy- 
cling program will be ac- 
cepting household 
hazardous waste (HHHW) 
and electronics for free in 
June, Yonker plans to sepa- 
rate any electronic devices 
collected and store them 
for a short period of time. 
The devices will then be 
hauled to the county recy- 
cling program site on June 
7, as the Charlevoix County 
Recycling Committee will 
host its free collection 
dates during the evening of 
June 7 and the morning/af- 
ternoon of June 8. The re- 
cycling committee will also 
host an additional HHHW 
collection day September 7. 

Mayor Peck said the 
cleanup would conclude on 
Sunday, May 19 with the 
East Jordan Fire Depart- 
ment cleaning the streets. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, 
the city commission also 
authorized the purchase of 
a new echo unit for the 
East Jordan EMS. The 
EMS staff solicited bids 
from regional GM dealers, 
Dave Kring of Petoskey 
and Fox Motors of 
Charlevoix, as well as from 
the state purchase pro- 
gram. With a winning bid 
of $29,737, Shaheen 
Chevrolet of Lansing se- 
cured the sale of anew 
2013 Chevy Tahoe through 
the state purchase pro- 
gram. 

The new echo unit will 
serve as the primary para- 
medic equipped SUV for 
the EMS, while the current 
unit will act as a backup 
vehicle. 


With festival season be- 
ginning in just over three 
months at East Jordan, 
Laurie Lesser Hodgson of 
Murray’s Bar & Grill ap- 
proached the city commis- 
sion during Tuesday’s 
meeting to discuss festival 
eat-ups. 


Last year the community 
invited outside vendors to 
serve and sell food at the 
community’s two largest 
festivals, the East Jordan 
Freedom Festival and the 
South Arm Classic. This in 
turn hurt local restaurant 
business, but Hodgson 
hopes to change things for 
the 2013 festival season by 
putting together a local 
outdoor “food court” this 
year. 

Hodgson recently wrote a 
letter to fellow restaurant 
owners to identify if there 
was an interest in joining 
together to create a local 
“food court” for the two fes- 
tivals. 

In hopes of promoting 
and supporting local 
restaurants, Hodgson says 
she is willing to spearhead 
initial planning stages for 
the development of a “food 
court.” The “food court” 
might consist of such 
items as cookies from Sub- 
way, pulled pork from Mur- 
ray’s Bar & Grill, and 
soft-serve ice cream or 
broasted chicken from 
Marty’s Cones and Carry 
Out to name a few. 

“Marty Carey [of 
Marty’s Cones and Carry 
Out] has also shown enthu- 
siasm about the idea,” 
stated Hodgson. “I’m very 
excited about the re- 
sponse.” 

“Bottom line,” Hodgson 
wrote in her letter. “We 
can’t complain about the 
‘gypsy’ vendors if we 
aren’t willing to put in the 
time and effort to promote 
ourselves in any way we 
can.” 

Hodgson will plan to take 
the necessary steps to 
begin moving forward with 
the creation of a “food 
court” by contacting the 
health department and will 
continue to meet with local 
restaurant owners. 

Mayor Peck expressed 
his hopes for a successful 
upcoming spring and sum- 
mer. After dredging is fin- 
ished, there will be boats in 
the park, music in the 
park, and now even food in 
the park. 

The next meeting of the 
East Jordan City Commis- 
sion is scheduled for March 
19 at 7pm.

The employer is reim- 
bursed a portion of the 
worker’s wages during the 
training period. “It’sa 
win-win for the business 


and the job seeker,” said 
Janie McNabb, director of 
program development at 
NWMCOG. 

Individuals who were 
laid off from their previ- 
ous job and have been un- 
employed for 16 weeks or 
more in the last two years 
might qualify for the pro- 
gram.

To the Editor: 


BIODIVERSITY MATTERS 


Friday, February 22nd, 2013 
marks one of the darkest days in 
Michigan’s natural history. That was 
the day Michigan’s Senate Commit- 
tee on Natural Resources, Environ- 
ment and Great Lakes quietly passed 
S.B. 78 which specifically removes 
“Biodiversity” from the long held 
stated goals and policies by which 
our state has managed our public- 
owned natural resources. If SB 78 be- 
comes law, no longer will nature, 
diversity of species or environmen- 
tal quality be considered or stand in 
the way of logging, mining or 
drilling for oil and gas in our State 
Forests. 

Tragically, too few people recog- 
nize the significance or implications 
of this act. The concept of “Biodiver- 
sity” is the pillar upon which conser- 
vation and environmental protection 
is built. Modern science has deter- 
mined that one of the best ways to 
measure environmental health and 
quality of life is the diversity of 
plant and animal species within a 
given community. Biodiversity also 
confers biological integrity, which 
means that all the necessary compo- 
nents to promote ecologic health are 
present and viable. Managing our 
State Forests to include biodiversity 
requires that we recognize and re- 
spect those elements that provide for 
the rich, balanced and diverse plant 
and animal communities upon 
which we all depend. It also requires 
that we avoid those things that frag- 
ment, pollute and destroy that deli- 
cate balance. 

Following the travesties of the 
logging era, the citizens of Michigan 
and their representatives enacted a 
series of laws and policies to ensure 
that such a thing would never hap- 
pen again. They had witnessed, first 
hand, the wholesale destruction of 
Michigan’s virgin forests, extinction 
of species and the ensuing degrada- 
tion of our rivers and streams. 
Clearly etched in their minds was 
the wasteful result of unfettered ex- 
ploitation of our shared natural re- 
sources. They declared of 
“paramount importance” to: forever 
prevent such large scale deforesta- 
tion and degradation, protect our 
natural heritage for the Public Trust 
and future generations, and promote 
policies and goals that foster biodi- 
versity and ecological health. The 
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BIODIVERSITY MATTERS 


concept of biodiversity was incorpo- 
rated into our State’s natural re- 
source management policies and 
goals. The era of Conservation was 
born. 

Until recent years, the conserva- 
tion and management of our public 
lands has been largely successful. 
For many years Michigan was con- 
sidered a world leader for fostering 
the rejuvenation of abundant public 
lands. Michigan’s forests have re- 
grown to become viable forest 
ecosystems with valuable timber. 
They have also healed to provide the 
diversity of plant and animal species 
as was hoped for and intended. As a 
result, the waters of our streams and 
rivers run cleaner and faster. This 
rejuvenation has also provided a 
vast diversity of opportunities and 
uses for people who like to hunt, 
fish, canoe, hike, bird watch, snow- 
mobile, ORV or just want to get out- 
side. It also provides for the 
responsible, sustainable harvest of 
high quality timber and the extrac- 
tion of minerals. This was made pos- 
sible because respect for nature was 
the priority and biodiversity was a 
vital management goal that kept the 
forest ecosystem healthy and vi- 
brant. 

Now, times have changed. Our 
re-born forests are seen as a com- 
modity, open to the highest bidder. 
Our public lands have been leased 
for oil and gas extraction at unprece- 
dented rates. The new, revised, State 
Forest Management Guidelines are 
focused squarely on logging with few 
spots spared. There are no provi- 
sions for Old Growth Designation or 
Natural Areas. Our pristine waters 
are being squandered, contaminated 
and permanently disposed of in 
alarming volumes. The oil and gas 
industry has found ways to extract 
the vast reserves of natural gas 
lying buried deep beneath our public 
lands through a process called hori- 
zontal hydrologic fracking. These ex- 
tractive and industrial scale 
operations fragment, pollute and de- 
stroy natural habitats and ecosys- 
tems. They are not compatible with 
the principles or goals of biodiver- 
sity. In order for these exploitations 
to proceed, biodiversity must be re- 
moved as a management goal. S.B. 78 
is a dark traitor to the proud legacy 
wrought by those heroes who fought 
and struggled to reclaim Michigan’s 
natural heritage and restore its envi- 
ronmental quality. 

But wait! These are public- 
owned lands, our lands! These are 
my lands. These are your lands, our 
children’s and grandchildren’s lands 


(and waters too!), all 4.6 million 
acres of them. They were set aside 
and protected for good reasons. Who 
gave the OK to turn them over to the 
oil and gas and timber industries to 
exploit for private (even interna- 
tional) profit? 

Governor Snyder heralded the 
advent of these ventures when he 
proclaimed that these industries will 
help lead Michigan out of its reces- 
sion. The MDNR has enabled these 
industries by leasing millions of 
acres of State land for oil and gas ex- 
traction. The new State Forest Man- 
agement Guidelines focus squarely 
on timber harvest and leave few 
places unscathed. MDEQ refuses to 
adequately regulate fracking and al- 
lows the toxic contamination of tens 
of millions of gallons of fresh 
potable groundwater. Nowhere 
through the course of these events 
has the public been honestly en- 
gaged or properly informed by our 
State’s officials. Instead, these deci- 
sions have been made quietly in 
closed rooms as witnessed by the 
passage of SB 78 or crammed 
through during a lame duck legisla- 
tive blitzkrieg. The groundwork has 
been laid for the commercialization 
of our public assets. 

T urge all who read this letter to 
look into these issues seriously and 
soon. Sadly I fear that the general 
public is too overwhelmed and worn 
out to put up much of a fight. The in- 
dustries have mounted and sus- 
tained a massive and very effective 
public relations campaign filled with 
marvelous half- truths. It’s no won- 
der that people are confused and 
struggling just to make ends meet. 
Jobs and cheap energy sound pretty 
good right now. However, we have 
not been informed of the short and 
long term costs associated with 
these activities. 

Removing biodiversity as a goal 
and management tool of our public 
lands will open the floodgates of in- 
dustrialization and pollution of our 
most special places. The scars these 
activities leave behind may never 
heal and they have the potential to 
pollute our beautiful Great Lakes 
State forever. Are we willing to sacri- 
fice our quality of life and that of fu- 
ture generations for a short term 
profit most of us will never see? SB 
78 is shameful. Restore, protect and 
sustain biodiversity.

in the United States during 
World War I to help allevi- 
ate the effects of wartime 
coal shortages and nightly 
air raid blackouts. 

The practice of moving 
clocks forward an hour in 
the spring and back again 
in the fall was spotty for a 
while, with Congress rein- 
stating the concept from 
1942 until 1945 to, once 
again, save energy during 
wartime. Some states con- 
tinued this ritual after 
World War II, and some did 
not. When Congress made 
this seasonal time warp of- 
ficial by the passing of the 
Uniform Time Act of 1966, 
only Arizona, Hawaii and 
parts of Indiana decided to 
opt out. Prior to the enact- 
ment of the Energy Policy 
Act of 2005, DST began on 
the first Sunday in April 
and ended on the last Sun- 
day in October, so the du- 
ration was about a month 
less than it is now. 

With three-quarters of 
the year on the DST clock, 
it makes one wonder if it 
wouldn’t make more sense 
to forget about “falling 
back” altogether. While 
DST may save energy, can 
have a positive health im- 
pact on Seasonal Affective 
Disorder (SAD) sufferers, 
and some say it even re- 
duces crime, there is no 
doubt DST puts the body 


clock (or our circadian 
rhythm) out of sync. 

There have been studies 
about the effects of Day- 
light Savings Time on the 
body. For many, the one- 
hour shift in the spring 
and fall influences the du- 
ration and quality of sleep 
for days...even weeks. One 
2008 study even found that 
the incidences of heart at- 
tacks increased signifi- 
cantly over a three-week 
period after the spring 
time change, and another 
2008 study saw an increase 
in male suicide rates in 
the first few days following 
the switch to DST. A lot of 
people are also late for 
Monday morning appoint- 
ments after the weekend 
time change didn’t find its 
way to their alarm clock. 

I’m left thinking that 
perhaps the problem isn’t 
just the uninvited hour of 
time travel; it’s the actual 
time designated for this 
shift to occur. Why not 
make the change effective 
at 4 pm on a Monday after- 
noon, bringing the much- 
anticipated 5 pm end of 
the workday around a 
whole hour earlier once 
every spring? 

That might make Day- 
light Savings Time a more 
popular idea, indeed.

Noninsured Crop Disaster Assistance Program (NAP) Coverage 


The Farm Service Agency’s Nonin- 
sured Crop Disaster Assistance Pro- 
gram (NAP) provides financial 
assistance to producers of non-insur- 
able crops when low yields, loss of in- 
ventory or prevented planting occur 
due to a natural disaster. 

Eligible producers must apply for 
coverage of non-insurable crops 
using Form CCC-471, and pay the ap- 
plicable service fee at the FSA office 
where their farm records are main- 
tained.
